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Vatican 
newspaper 
praises 
drug plan

VATICAN CITY — The Vatican 
newspaper has praised President Bush’s 
anti-drug program but suggested that any 
fight against drugs should include the 
moral aspects of the problem. 

Also, the bishop of San Diego called on 
Catholics to join Bush in his fight against 
illegal drugs, an archbishop suggested 
that values and morality must play a part 
in defeating drugs, while a_ priest 
threatened by drug dealers said Bush’s 
plan is ‘‘too little, too late.’’ 

The spread of drugs is a ‘‘dramatic 
situation’’ and a‘‘‘growing international 
emergency,’’ said the front-page editorial 
in the Sept. 10 issue of the Vatican 
newspaper, L’Osservatore Romano. 

The newspaper. described Bush’s $7.9 
billion initiative as ‘‘a systematic plan 
against the very production, sale, 
distribution and consumption of this 
deadly poison.”’ 

But. it also said the ‘‘unprecedented 
mobilization against drugs’’ will be 
unsuccessful if it does not also attack the 
moral and social roots of the drug 
problem. 

“In the West, the widespread fact of 
drugs is the devastating product of 
permissiveness derived from an 
individualistic middle-class ideology,’’ 
said the editorial. 

The plan ‘‘seems to be established 
more with a look toward the necessary 
repression rather than toward the more 
decisive economic, social, cultural and 
moral prevention,’’ said the editorial. 

Spending huge sums of money in anti- 
drug programs is not in itself a solution 
because - the money earned by drug 
dealers is ‘‘30 times more powerful,”’ it 
said. 

In San Diego on Sept. 5, the day Bush 
unveiled his program in a_ nationally 
televised speech, Bishop Leo T. Maher 
issued a statement calling on Catholics 
‘*to join with the President in fighting the 
plague of drugs’’ (Southern Cross, Sept. 7). 

He asked them to pray ‘‘for success in 
ridding our communities of this great evil 
that destroys the quality of life in our 
neighborhoods and robs the dignity of the 
human person.”’ 

Bishop Maher called the selling and 
using of illegal drugs ‘‘a direct attack on

Poland now has new possibilities, allowing for transformations in the social, 

polttical, economic and ions life of the entire society.

The news from Poland is so good it’s almost 
unbelievable. The new Polish Prime Minister, Tadeusz 
Mazowiecki, is not only a member of Solidarity, he’s a 
former Catholic newspaper editor. Poland has been 
under Communist rule so long it’s hard to believe such a 
thing could happen. 

Although there’s still not full democracy in Poland it’s 
now clear that’s where things are headed. Only a Soviet 
military occupation could prevent Poland from 
continuing on the road to freedom, but doing that would 
undercut everything the Gorbachev government has 
stood for. 

President Bush visited Poland in July and praised its 
leaders for moving toward democracy, but when it came 
to helping the new government all the U.S. could offer 
was $119 million. For government budgets, which run 
in the hundreds of billions, that’s loose change. 

For example the U.S. gives the State of Israel more 
than $4 billion a year in aid — more than $10 million a 
day. Many other countries receive hundreds of millions 
in U.S. aid each year. 

Lech Walesa has said repeatedly that Poland will need 
much more than the $119 million promised if the new 
Solidarity government is going to succeed. Walesa 
estimates it will take a minimum of $10 billion over the 
next three years to rescue the deeply troubled Polish 
economy from decades of mismanagement. 

U.S. government officials concede the movement 
toward democracy in Poland probably won’t survive 
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unless the economic crisis is solved — but they say the 
U.S. simply doesn’t have the money to help. Our 
budget deficits are already too high they say. 

It’s true that our budget deficit is very high, but the 
major reason is the $300 billion a year we’re spending 
on defense. The reason we’re spending that money on 
defense is to protect the free world from communism. 
But here’s a chance to help Poland move away from 
communism toward democracy and we say we don’t 
have any money. It doesn’t make any sense. 

Why can’t we use several billion dollars from the 
defense budget to help Poland? The money Poland 
needs this year is only about 1 percent of the defense 
budget — and isn’t that what that $300 billion is there 
for, to preserve and extend democracy throughout the 
world? 

Surely using that money to help build a stable 
democracy in Poland would make a much greater 
contribution to our national security than stockpiling 
more weapons. 

The B-2 Stealth bomber for example is costing several 
billion dollars a year just to design. Military experts are 
increasingly concerned it will never function as planned. 
Even if it does it may have no real military value: 
Furthermore there are indications the military 
contractor building it is engaged in outright fraud. 

So why not scrap the B-2 bomber and send the money

Assisted suicide, un-Christian 


Medical journals, a number of popular American 
magazines, and a disturbing amount of favorable public 
opinion, have recently been speaking supportively of 
‘‘voluntary euthanasia,’ a term referring to advocacy of 
doctor-assisted suicide for terminally ill patients. 

Frequently cited examples include those suffering 
from AIDS; those in a comatose situation; persons 
suffering severe handicaps; persons sustaining 
overwhelming types of bodily/mental suffering. 

Last March, e.g., The New England Journal of Medicine 
published an article by a group of physicians which 
concluded: ‘‘It is not immoral for a physician to assist in 
the rational suicide of a terminally ill patient.’’ 

In the January issue of the newspaper of the American 
Medical Association, a New Jersey doctor wrote: ‘In 
the last six months, I’ve had three patients ask me to 
terminate their lives because they were in pain and 
dying of terminal cancer.’’ This physician concluded 
that he ‘‘should be able to do so.”’ 

There was an attempt to place a referendum on the 
California ballot last November to ask voters to decide 
whether voluntary euthanasia should be legal: Too few 
signatures were gathered for the petition, but even 
opponents agreed that this was probably due to poor 
organization than lack of public support. 

In an astonishing statement, Dr. Curtis E. Harris, 
president of the American Academy of Medical Ethics, 
has said: ‘‘If you have nothing to live for and you’re at 
peace with dying, then you may decide to die’’ (The New 
York Times, May 24 1989). 

This scenario describes not simply what ‘‘might be,”’ 
but also, in many cases, a fact already in existence. 

There is sufficient evidence to conclude that there are 
a number of cooperative physicians who de facto help 
suffering and terminally ill patients to die. 

One crusader of doctor-assisted suicide has said, e.g., 
that he has helped at least a dozen friends kill themselves 
before AIDS killed them and concluded, “The public 


would be surprised at how helpful doctors are willing to 
be’’ (The New York Times, May 24 1989). 

A number of moral issues are involved in this 
question: 

First: Those who ana doctor-assisted suicide 
argue that suffering and terminally ill patients have a 
right to choose death over the torment of the final stages 
of their disease. 

The argument continues that such a “‘right’’ is in 
keeping with a doctor’s role of ‘‘caretaker:’’ i.e., to 
provide the pills or the injection needed to carry out the 
choice to die. 

Second: It has been the classic and sfadicionsl 
‘‘signature”’ of the physician: primum non nocere (first do 
no harm). 

In the type of argument expressed above, the 
‘responsibility’? of the physician is translated into 
helping kill patients. Such a posture is in direct 
contradiction to the primary role of the physician as 
health-provider; and de facto rules out a doctor’s 
responsibility to help find ways to help suffering and 
terminally ill patients to be comfortable in their final 
times before death, and thus to prepare well in their 
suffering. 

Third: The horror of AIDS has doubtlessly 
heightened the degree of this discussion, especially when 
one experiences the overwhelming devastation wrought 
by this disease, with many patients often left blind, 
disoriented and in diapers by the time they die. 

Recent statistics point out dramatically that many 
AIDS patients are generally a young group of people, 
and these persons have not yet had the ability or time in

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Mexico’s approval of papal visit stirs debate

MEXICO CITY — Mexico’s approval 
of a May 1990 papal visit has heated up 
the debate over a proposal to grant the 
Mexican Catholic Church constitutional 
recognition and rights for the first time in 
more than 70 years. 

Critics charge that the bishops’ July 27 
announcement of the papal visit — 
coinciding with private talks between the 
church hierarchy and government 
officials — and the visit itself are part of 
church pressure on the administration of 
President Carlos Salinas de Gortari to 
meet church demands for legal status. 

The immediate reaction to the news of 
the church-state talks from leftist 
opposition parties, from within Salinas’ 
party and in the pages of the Mexican 
press has been largely negative since the 
papal visit announcement. 

That reaction suggests a _ possible 
backlash that could prove an obstacle to 
amending the Constitution. Particularly 
thorny has been the public debate over 
amending Article 130, which denies legal 
recognition to the church and which the 
hierarchy sees as central to its demands 
for reform. 

The Constitution of 1917 contains 
dozens of anti-clerical articles. The 
measures were intended by the framers of 
the document to punish the hierarchy for 
its support of conservative elements 
during the Porfirio Diaz dictatorship and 
the 1910-17 Mexican Revolution. 

Although the government has not 
enforced the anti-church provisions for 
years, the hierarchy wants them amended 
to reflect the fact the church exists in 
Mexico. 

Charges that the papal visit is an 
attempt to ‘‘twist the government’s arm”’ 
and win the amendments have been 
persistently denied by Mexican bishops 
and the Vatican delegate to Mexico, 
Archbishop Girolamo Prigione. 


At a press conference announcing the 
papal visit, Archbishop Antonio Lopez 
Avina of Durango, a member of the 
bishops’ special planning commission for 
the papal visit, said the pope’s visit was 
intended to serve pastoral, not political 
ends. 

But, he added, considering that the 
pope’s second trip to Mexico was 
expected to be greeted as enthusiastically 
by the public as was his first visit in 1979, 
it could strengthen the church’s hand in 
talks with the government. 

‘That is a possibility that we bishops 
cannot deny, but it is not something we 
are trying for, nor is it the reason for the 
pope’s visit,’’ Bishop Lopez said. 

Interior Secretary Fernando Gutierrez 
Barrios told reporters Aug. 3 that the 
government considers the papal visit 
unrelated to the ongoing ‘negotiations 
with the hierarchy. 

‘*The presence of the pope (in Mexico) 
will be of a pastoral nature and has 
nothing to do with the contents of the 
articles.of our Constitution,’’ he said. 

Gutierrez’ remarks were the first by a 
top-ranking government official 
regarding the nature of the church-state 
talks. The intentions of the Salinas 
administration regarding the Catholic 
Church have been kept private since the 
new Mexican president opened the door 
to church-state ‘‘rapprochement’’ with a 
precedent-setting invitation to members 
of the hierarchy to attend his 
inauguration last December. 

In fact, while public opinion in general 
seems to favor relaxing some of the 
harsher anti-church measures, the Salinas 
administration’s silence about its closed- 
door talks with the church has generated 
criticism from columnists and editorials in 
several of Mexico’s major daily 
newspapers. 

On July 27, the day after the Interior 
Secretariat made the surprise 
announcement that the papal visit had

Bonita parish breaks ground 
for its first church-center 


BONITA — Five-year-old Corpus 
Christi parish held groundbreaking 
ceremonies for its first church/parish 
center Sept. 10. 

Bishop Leo T. Maher was the principal 
celebrant at the liturgical celebration and 
presided over the groundbreaking 
ceremonies which featured a unique dig. 

In addition to the traditional shoveling 
of dirt, Bishop Maher and Father John 
Proctor Jr., pastor, in succession climbed 
aboard a backhoe and operated the heavy 
equipment in breaking ground. 

In his dedication sermon, Father 
Proctor, who has been pastor of the parish 
since 1986, said ‘‘It is in the parish that 
the presence of Jesus is made real. It is in 
the parish that we receive the sacraments, 
that we hear the word of God and where 
we celebrate all the important things in 
our lives. It is in the parish that we 
personally receive Jesus Christ.”’ 


The new 14,500-square-foot building 
will serve as a church and pastoral center. 
The principal architectural focus of the 
building is the 750-seat sanctuary which 
can be expanded to 950 seats. 


Also included in the church design is a 
daily Mass and eucharistic chapel with a 
seating capacity of 150 people. 


The style. of the new church is 
characterized as modern gothic due to the 
external configuration of walls and spaces 
and the modern flying buttresses. 

The parish plans to occupy its new 
facility in June, 1990. 

Currently the parish is using a 
temporary facility — a converted 
commercial space in the Bonnie Brae — 
shopping center — which it dedicated 
March 5 for Masses and other parish 
activities. = -

culture of death’ and restoring a culture 
of life to our society by wuilding a 
kingdom of love.”’ 

In Washington, Archbishop Joseph T. 
Ryan of the Archdiocese for the Military 
Services agreed with President Bush 
about more law enforcement, education, 
rehabilitation and punishment. 

However, ‘‘I don’t believe that in the 
long run our present policy of combating 
drugs i in our society can succeed,’’ he said 
in a Sept. 8 statement. 

“‘What is needed is an all-out effort 
within the entirg,country to restore basic 
moral principles and to develop strong 
family life,’’ he said. ‘“Without these 
foundations we are merely attempting to 
treat the symptoms.”’ 

Archbishop Ryan said that ‘‘for a drug 
program to be effective we must go back 
and rebuild the foundation... we must 
develop and nurture solid spiritual and 
moral values.’ 


In Chicago, Father Michael F. Pfleger, 


pastor of St. Sabrina Church, said that 
“I’m totally disappointed’’ with the 
president’s plan. ‘‘I think it’s too little, 
too late, personally.’’ 

Father Pfleger and another priest, 
Father George H. Clements, have 
received death threats, apparently from 
drug pushers, for their anti-drug 


community activism. 

Limiting the program to $7.9 billion, 
about a $2 billion increase over the fiscal 
1989 level, reveals it ‘‘is not a serious 
war,’’ Father Pfleger said, adding that the 
federal government intends to spend $166 
billion to solve the savings-and-loan crisis. 

In a telephone interview with Catholic 


News Service, Father Pfleger said the 
administration also must continue efforts 
to fight racism, poverty and other social 
problems. 

He noted that some funds in Bush’s 
anti-drug budget would be taken from 
other federal programs ‘‘that are already 
lacking’’ sufficient money.

Some leftist party leaders have said

their life to understand/accept a viable 
meaning of mortality that does come with 
passing years and maturation. 

It is very disconcerting that evidence 
indicates that many young people dying 
of AIDS feel, therefore, that they are 
being robbed of life, and thus suicide 

' becomes an issue of control. : 

In other words, since such persons 
cannot control their lives, at least they 
make some decision to control their 
deaths. 

Fourth: In this atmosphere where 
“‘control’’ seems to be a pivotal issue, the 
Christian community has an important 
gift to give to the larger human 
community: i.e., its Christian 
understanding of joy and suffering. 

Human suffering can be transcended 
through the creative spirit of the sufferer.

Pope John Paul II’s letter On the 
Christian Meaning of Suffering (1984) speaks 
clearly to this point: 


“Suffering has a special value in the 
eyes of the church. It is something good, 
before which the church bows down in 
reverence with all the depth of her faith in 
the redemption.”’ 


Fifth: It is both a moral and medical 
conclusion that it is possible to state that 
particular means used to preserve life in 
an individual case might truly be useless 
and excessively burdensome. In such a 
case, there is no moral duty to provide 
such means. However, it is critical to 
underline the fact that a person’s life is 
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never useless or excessively burdensome. 

It is my conclusion, then, that those 
who advocate doctor-assisted suicide are 
in fact concluding that some persons’ lives 
are useless and thus extinguishable. Such 
a conclusion is un-Christian and certainly 
not within the guidelines of acceptable 
moral thinking.

WASHINGTON — Silent during 
many months of restoration, the bells of 
the national Shrine of the Immaculate 
Conception are again ringing out over the 
nation’s capital, thanks to the Knights of 
Columbus. 

Renovation of mechanical and 
electrical equipment which operates the 
carillon of 56 bells — ranging in size from 
7,200 pounds to 21 pounds — was carried 
out with $170,000 in funding from the 
Knights. 

In 1962, the Knights gave $150,000 for 
the purchase and installation of the 
carillon. The bells, commissioned from 
the Paccard bell foundry in Annecy-le- 
Vieux, France, rang out for the first time 
on September 8, 1963. 

Re-dedication of the Knights’ Tower 
carillon took place in conjunction with a 
Solemn Mass, Sept. 10. Cardinal James 
Hickey of Washington was the principal 
concelebrant. Archbishop Pio Laghi, 
Apostolic -Pro-Nuncio to the United 
States, gave the homily. 

In keeping with a medieval tradition, 
the largest of the bells have been given 
names. In the Knight’s Tower, the names 
honor saints associated with the Knights 
of Columbus — the ‘‘Mary”’ bell for the 
Virgin Mary, their patroness, the ‘‘St. 
Christopher’’ bell for Christopher 
Columbus, the ‘‘St. Michael’’ bell for 
Father Michael McGivney, the New 
Haven priest who founded the Knights in 
1882, and the ‘‘St. James,’’ “‘St. John,”’ 
Suet. Luke; ast. Bdward.a ob 
Martin,’’ ‘‘St. Francis’? and now. ‘‘St. 
Virgil’ bells for Supreme Knights of the 
Knights of Columbus, including Virgil 
Dechant, current Supreme Knight. 


Scientists try to prove 
shroud is not a fake 


PARIS — Scientists at a Paris 
symposium said Sept. 7 they would try to 
prove that the controversial Turin 
shroud, which many Christians believe 
bears the imprint of Christ’s body, is not 
a medieval fake.

I don’t want to lose my 
friends but choosing one is the best way. 
How should I go about this and end up 
with both friends? (Michigan) 


Judging from my mail, the situation 
you describe must be one of the more 
frequent problems confronting teen- 
agers. Letter after letter has talked about 
the same kind of situation you do. 

There probably is no foolproof way to 
arrive at a happy ending for you and your 
two friends. Almost any approach to 
solving the problem contains some risks. 

But there’s nothing wrong with trying. 

You might want to. cool down your 
friendship with these two people 
temporarily — until the storms of their 
war have blown over. But let the cooling 
process be quiet and subtle with no formal 
announcement about what you are doing. 

Just back off a little and maybe both 
your friends will get the message. 


The risks connected with this approach 


should be obvious. 

Another possibility is to have a talk 
with your friends separately. Explain 
firmly that you value both their 
friendships very much and absolutely do 
not want to take sides. Point out that you 
have a right to adopt such an attitude. 

One or maybe both your friends, as 
you indicate, may object and you may 
lose them. That’s the risk to this plan. 

Still another approach would be to play 
the role of peacemaker, but be aware that 
in the course of history some peacemakers 
have been assassinated. You may get hurt 
as you try to reconcile your friends. 

Still, after considering their quarrel, 


: you may decide it’s worth the effort and 


the risk. Again approach each of them 
separately. Tell them about your desire to 
see them be friends again. Let them know 
emphatically how much you value their 
friendship. Try to get at the heart of the 
argument and try to help each person see

Federation helps Catholic Italians share faith

SAN DIEGO — Some 3,000 members 
of the Italian Catholic Federation, 
including those of the San Diego diocese, 
left their 59th annual four-day convention 
April 4 with the same challenge as they 
entered it: ‘‘Love one another as I have 
loved you.’’ 

“ICF helps us to love God and to love 
one another through God,’’ Addie 
Mohtagna, a parishioner of St. Francis, 


Vista, and a trustee of ICF Branch 239, © 


told Southern Cross at a convention banquet 
Sept. 3. 

“It’s a wonderful organization because 
it works for charity and for God. That’s 
why I work hard for it.’’ 

President of Branch 239 in Vista, 
David D’Andre, also a parishioner of St. 
Francis, said, ““The most important part 
of the organization is that it keeps 
Catholic Italians together — I said 
Catholic Italians, not Italian Catholics. 

‘The ICF’s apostolate program helps 
promote Catholicity and charity. Also 
money is raised to help with the financial 
needs of our parishes since we are a parish 
organization.’” 

Msgr. Douglas Regin, pastor of St. 
Francis and chaplain of ICF Branch 239, 
said, ‘‘ICF provides the opportunity for 
people to be involved in the church and 
share a common heritage while helping to 
build up the Body of Christ.’’ 

William Labozetta, assistant general 
chairman of the convention and president 
of ICF’s San Diego District, said the 
organization is also a ‘‘catalyst for family 
participation in parish life. We 
encourage men, women and children to 
all of our functions. We seek to bring the 
family together so the parish community 
can participate as a family.”’ 

ICF was founded in 1924 in San 
Francisco. by Luigi - Providenza and 
Father Albert R. Bandini to awaken ‘‘a 
more intense Christian life among the 
Italian population in California.”’ 

Its purpose was and still ‘‘is to uphold 
and develop the religious spirit among its 
members and to spread that spirit among 
the people of Italian descent outside the 
organization.”’ 

ICF grew from 12 members in one 
branch to more than 25,000 members in 
approximately 270 branches in 
California, Nevada and Illinois. 

However, at its convention in San 
Diego the 
discerned the need to update itself to keep 
up with the changes in the church and the 
positive changes of society to perpetrate

the vitality of the federation and increase 
a slightly declining membership. 

One such effort is a pilot youth 
program in Southern California, reported 
on at the convention. It is comprised of 
younger ICF members and the children 
and grandchildren of ICF members and is 


devoted to spirituality and charity, 
assistant general chairman Labozetta 
related. 


At the convention, the ICF voted: to 
increase the percentage of non-Italian 
members from 15 to 25, he reported. 

Bishop Leo T.~Maher, who was the 
grand chaplain of ICF from 1954 to 1962 
when he was a monsignor in the San 
Francisco archdiocese, addressed the 
members at the Sept. 3 banquet. 

‘*The ICF teaches that our love for one 
another must be a maximum love. 
Therefore, all barriers are torn down and 
we can look in the faces of our brothers 
and sisters and recognize who they are.’’ 

‘The federation has a great effect on 
your lives and on evangelization,’’ he 
said. 

“‘We must not privatize religion,’

they must take ‘‘the life and values of the 
Gospel’’ into the ‘‘culture of death’’ that 
has evolved in society. ‘‘We must bring 
religion into every area of life.”’

perpetuate human life is through its 
charitable works. At the convention, 
Grand President Richard L. Valli of San 
Francisco presented a check for $60,000 
to the Cooley’s Anemia Program. at 
Cedars-Sinai Medical Center, Los 
Angeles, the ICF national charity. 
The organization also honors 
laypersons who best 
exemplify the humanitarian qualities of 
Pope John XXIII with an award named 
for the late pope. It was presented at this 
year’s convention to Frank Merlo of 
Sanger, Calif. 

The ICF’s other major honor, the 
Grand President’s Award, went this year 
to Margo Colangelo of St. Didacus 
parish, San Diego. 

There are 12 ICF branches in the San 
Diego diocese. Msgr. Peter Mimnagh, 
pastor of St. Vincent de Paul parish, 
Mission Hills, is diocesan ICF chaplain. 

Msgr. Mimnagh was quoted at the 
main convention banquet by Toastmaster 
David Botta, a past grand president: 
‘* ‘Wherever ICF (exists), it brings life, 
love and laughter.’ ”’ 

Earlier, Botta in opening remarks 
sought to capture the spirit of the 
organization and its members. 

‘“As the founders in 1924 gathered’’ to 
foster the spiritual and cultural heritage of 
Italian Catholics, ‘‘as ambassadors of 
Christ and as we say at each initiation: 
‘See how they love one another’ — seeing 
the camaraderie among the members at 
this convention I know we will 
continue to be a source of God’s love.”’ 

At the closing session, the grand chap- 
lain, Father Bruce Dreier of San Fran- 
cisco, reminded members of that theme as 
he pointed to the banner above the dais: 
‘‘Love one another as I have loved you.”’
